Due  to  its  low  intrinsic  value,  the  coins 
were  not  hoarded  or  saved,  and  for  that 
reason,  almost  any  collection  or  accxnnulation 
of  minor  foreign  coins  that  tvirns  up  will 
contain  at  least  a few  notgeld.

U.S.  GOLD  STOCKPILE  HITS  LOWEST  POINT  SINCE 

1936 

Despite  the  establishment  of  a two-tier  gold 
meirket  and  other  efforts  to  stop  the 
Treasury’s  gold  loss,  the  agency  reported  a 
drain  of  $156  million  which  dropped  the  U.S. 
gold  stockpile  to  a 32  year  low,  according 
to  figures  released  by  the  Federal  Reserve 
Board. 

Total  gold  bullion  reserves  amount  to  $10.5^7 
billion,  the  lowest  level  since  May  20,  I936, 
when  reserves  totaled  $10,375  billion. 

Domestically,  U.S.  officials  have  told 
Congress  that  tinless  taxes  are  raised  and  the 
domestic  and  international  deficits  are 
brought  closer  to  balance,  the  nation  faces 
another  gold  crisis  even  more  damaging 
the  March  I968  crisis. 

Meanwhile,  Donald  H.  McLaughlin,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  Homestake  Mining  Compsuay, 
recently  charged  that  the  U.S.  Government  has 
created  its  own  problems  by  "speculating"  in 
gold  and  keeping  its  price  at  a pegged  $35  an 
ounce. 

Asked  about  the  possibility  of  ownership  of 
gold  by  private  citizens,  McLaughlin  said  he 
was  very  much  in  favor  of  having  all 
restrictions  on  gold  removed.

Dear  Editor, 

I think  I'm  in  big  trouble.  I was  going 
through  my  pockets  today  and  I found  some- 
thing I can't  explain.  A dollar I Yes,  a 
whole  dollar.  I've  paid  my  income  tax  and 
ray  state  tax.

But  I distinctly  remember 
paying  ray  road  tax,  the  excise  tax,  the 
defense  tax,  and  the  tax  on  the  viniversity, 
so  the  kids  can  get  educated  emd  tell  us  how 
rotten  the  system  is.  I've  paid  my  taxes  for 
sewers,  bombs,  wheat  for  India,  the  Senate, 
and  public  welfare  so  the  Hippies  won't  have 
to  work. 

Yes,  I've  paid  my  water  tax,  and  when  they 
charge  an  air  tax  to  clean  up  the  pollution. 
I'll  pay  that  too. 

I confess  I haven't  paid  my  death  taxes  yet 
but  I will.  I paid  taxes  for  parks  so  they 
can  buy  my  neighbor's  land  and  I've  paid  my 
taxes  to  help  the  farmer,  the  Indian,  and 
the  unmarried  mother.  I wouldn't  dream  of 
going  fishing,  owning  a dog,  or  getting 
married  without  first  paying  the  tax.  I pay 
taxes  on  the  toothpaste  I use  in  the  morning 
and  the  pillow  I rest  my  head  on  at  night.

DID  YOU  KNOW? 


The  Josiah  K.  Lilly  Coin  Collection  which  was 
donated  to  the  anithsonian  Institution  in 
return  for  an  estate  tax  write-off  of  $5»5 
million,  contains  6,125  gold  coins  of  the 
world,  including  Proofs,  patterns,  regular- 
issue  pieces  emd  ingots. 

"The  euacient  Greek  series,  dating  back  to  the 
7th  century  B.C.,  comprises  38  pieces;  an- 
cient Rome  is  represented  with  66  gold  coins; 
Byzantium  with  77  gold  specimens.  South  and 
Central  America  as  well  as  Mexico  number 
1,225  coins,  plus  15  ingots;  13  coins  are 
from  Australia  and  the  Pacific  areas;  160 
from  Asia;  some  70  from  Africa;  and  about 
3,227  from  Europe. 

Among  the  rarities  were  nine  pieces  consider- 
ed unique  (one  known)  - three  of  which  only 
two  copies  were  known.  Twelve  others  of 
which  less  than  ten  copies  are  known  to  exist 
and  literally  hundreds  that  are  considered 
exceedingly  rare  or  of  hipest  rarity. 


OLD  MINING  TOWN  JUMPS  INTO  SILVER  SPOTLIGHT 

The  soaring  price  of  silver  is  reported  to 
have  brought  a transfusion  to  the  mountain 
town  of  Creede,  Colorado  - once  a roaring 
mining  camp.  Explorations  carried  on  in  the 
8,85^'  high  community  have  met  with  success, 
though  the  degree  of  success  is  veiled  in 
secrecy. 

One  of  the  ccmpanies  in  the  area  is  the  Home- 
stake  Mining  Company  of  Lead,  South  Dakota, 
owners  of  the  last  gold  mine  still  operating 
in  the  U.S. 

Thou^  Homestake  officials  refuse  to  release 
details  of  their  discovery,  local  reports  are 
that  the  lode  is  extremely  rich  in  silver 
ores  which  have  been  found  in  extensions  of 
the  old  Bulldog  mine.  Oldtlmers  who  have 
examined  ore  samples  from  the  lode  were 
reported  to  be  "astonished"  by  their  rich- 
ness. 

Tending  to  confirm  this  report  is  the  fact 
that  Homestake  has  begvin  construction  of  a 
modem,  300-ton-a-day  mill  on  the  slopes 
below  the  mine.

CONSPIRATOR  SENTENCED 


Oshkosh,  Wis.  - Larry  Miller,  23,  Oshkosh, 
convicted  of  conspiracy  and  aiding  and 
abetting  in  the  armed  robbery  of  a coin 
collection  valued  at  $50,000,  has  been 
sentenced  to  five  years  in  the  Green  Bay 
reformatory. 

The  coins,  weiring  almost  -two  tons, 
were  taken  from  the  home  of  Ervin  Wemserski, 
a Menasha  coin  collector,  on  March  19,  1967* 

All  but  $10,000  of  the  stolen  money  has 
been  recovered.  Most  of  it  was  found  buried 
near  Silver  Lake  in  Waushaura  county  less  than 
10  days  after  the  robbery.
